beneath a single roof. In the audience 
were probably more distinguished Amer- 
icans than have ever been seen together 
on any commemorative occasion in the 
history of the republic. Learned jurists 
from the bench, cabinet officers, governors 
by states, senators and congressmen, ad- 
mirals and generals, with all the regalia 
of authority; a cardinal, with the insig- 
nia of the apostolic faith; scientists, who 
are fast wrestling from jealous nature the 
problems of ages—these gathered today 
to do honor to the great silent student of 
400 years ago who, in his way, was the 


pioneer of them all; who led the van of 


human thought and manly daring and’ 


gave to the world a new continent and 
to posterity imperishable reverence for 
Christopher Columbus. This was the 
name that was on every lip, in every. ode 
and song that crowned every peroration 
that found utterance in the opening 
prayer and was so fitly breathed in the 
closing benediction. All did him honor, 
and time, that ripens and mellows ‘the 
gratitude of nations, after 400 years, 
gives homage to his memory and name. 
As seven Grecian villages claimed the 
birthplace of Homer centuries after he 
begged his bread throughout their streets, 
and moldered unhonored into dust, so art 
and science, and invention and religion 
all vie today in claiming Columbus as 
their own. The president of the exposi- 
tion claimed him as the author of the 
matural development of this age and 
hemisphere; eloquent Depew character- 
ized him as the pioneer of art, science, 
invention and higher civilization, who 
had sailed from a country where “force 


was the sole source and exercise of au-: 


thority, both in church and state;” and 
the great Caholic Cardinal Gibbons al- 
most in the same minute claimed him 
as a zealous representative of the Church 


of Rome—“an apostle who was inspired 
with the ambition of carrying the light 
of the gospel to a people buried in the 
darkness of idolatry.” 

Mrs Palmer's Statement. 

It remained to woman to pronounce 
the only suspicion of disparagement of 
the achievements of Columbus. In 
am address nearly twice as long as 
the average oration of the day, Mrs. Pal- 
mer, of the board of lady managers, only 
mentioned the great navigator once and 
that was to declare “the fact that the 
general government had just discovered 
woman to be of more importance than 
Columbus’s discovery of America.” 

There was a slight ripple of surprise 
at this almost irreverent statement, but 
the audience good- naturedly condoned 
the offense by the reflection that the de- 
claration was prebably due to the enthu- 
siasm of woman in being accorded a 
prominent part in the ceremonies of the 
day. 

.The addresses of Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew, of New York,-and Colonel Henry 
Watterson, of Kentucky, were well re- 
ceived and accepted as highly appropri- 
ate to the occasion. The reception accord- 
ed the great Kentucky editor amounted 
almost to'an ovation and it was evident 
there was intense desire on the part of 
the Chicago portion of the audience to 
atone for the discourtesy and criticism 
which impelled Congressman Breckin- 
ridge to decline the honor of delivering 
the chief oration of the day. 

The Early Risers. 

At 4 o'clock this morning a gun out in 
darkness on lake front park was fired. 
That was the way notables in hotels 
were awakened to the fact that day of 
dedication had been born and was mov- 
ing on toward day light and doings that 
should make it heavy in history. There 
was a fourth of July sort of breeziness 
in the notion of firing cannon before day-

But Chicago has scarcely slept 
this week and the blowing of sleep to atoms 
with powder and cannon was in time with 
the spirit of the time.

The Troops Form. 

The remainder of the United States aad 
state troops were formed on the east front 
of the park, facing west in three lines, as 
follows: Beginning on the right of each

In the first line were *wo battalions of

one regiment of Michigan troops. the 
third line one regiment-of lewa troops, two 
regiments of Wisconsin troops, one 
regiment of Minnesota troops. 

The troops passed in review numbered 
15.000 men. As the troops and carria- 
ges swung into line they proceded through 
the midway Plaisance to Jackson park and 
the world’s fair grounds. On reaching the 
grounds the distinguished guests were re- 
galed with a hasty lunch near. by and 
then escorted to the stage of the dedication 
building. 

On the Piatform. 


At 1:45 o’clock: a great cheer went up 
from the multitude as the vanguard of dis- 
tinguished officials and guests of the oc- 
casion appeared on the platform. Heading 
the column was Hon. Lambert Tree om 
Chicago, ex-United States minister to 
sia, who acted as escort to the diplomatic 
corps.

Long before the hour for the procession 
to form on Marietta street great crowds 
of people, old, young, white, black, men, 
women and children were assembling at the 
statehouse the place for the review. 

The low, gray clouds which had darkened 
the moring soon began to clear away and 
the golden sunlight of early autumn shone 
down a peaceful benediction upon the 
scene. 

Carriages kept rolling up to the front 
stone steps at the Washington street court 
of the statehouse, emptying great loads of 
people cager to join the celebration of 
the day. 

By and by the spacious yards surround-

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The Lessons of Yesterday. 

The great Columbian celebration of yes- 
terday was the most unique event in our 
annals. 

It was a grand spectacle to see the 
greatest people of the greatest country 
in the world covering the continent with 
their flags and bunting, and making the 
welkin ring with triumphal music, while 
the thunders of their cannon shook the 
very earth. 

The center of the demonstration was, 
of course, at Chicago, but every city in 
the union joined in the national jubilee, 
and here in Atlanta the day was observed 
with impressive ceremonies, more notable 
perhaps then anything that has been 
witnessed in our history. 

Such a day is full of lessons that will 
suggest themselves to the patriot, the 
student of human nature, and the 
thoughtful reader of the storied pages of 
the past. 

Are you a pessimist? See the bright 
results of pluck, patience, perseverance 
and endurance as illustrated in the career 
of Columbus! It is true that he suffered 
and was persecuted, and in his own Ilife- 
timreé was at the mercy of powerful ene- 
mies; but think of yesterday, and think 
of America, and think of the place in his- 
tory now held by the bold navigator and 
the new world he gave to mankind! 

It is a side issue to waste time in exam- 
ining the claims of the other alleged dis- 
coverers of Ameriea. If they saw or 
touched our shores their discovery was 
not utilized. Never until Columbus made 
his famous voyage did Europe realize the 
fact that there was an America. “So 
Columbus reaps his reward in a harvest 
of honors, and takes his place among 
the immortals. 

Naturally, the celebration of this 400th 
auniversary caused people yesterday to 
glance backward over the eventful eras 
and epochs of the past four centuries. 
They saw the world under a cloud of 
spiritual and intellectual darkness, and 
the chains of despotism and feudalism 
were so firmly riveted upon the masses 
that they lived and died without hope 
in the countries where they were born. A 
new world was needed for the develop- 
ment of men under new conditions, and 
when that country was found the great 
globe itself began to pulse with new life. 
Luther came to the front to lead in 
spiritual emancipation. The love of lib- 
erty was eroused in the breasts of mil- 
lions, and slowly but surely the people 
of nearly every country in Europe forced 
their kingly rulers to recognize and re 
spect their rigLis. During the last four 
centuries our progress in every line of 
human thought and action has outstripped 
anything known in the past. Nearly 
everything great and useful in literature, 
science, art and politics dates from some 
period during that era. 

And if all this is true of the older 
lands beyond the seas, what shall be said 
of our own America?

MLLMAN 1S BACK 


And Tells Why Ho Failed to Get the 
Money 


TO REFUND THE DEBT OF THE STATE. 


Holders of the Fraudulent Bonds Getting 
in Their Work—Enemies at Home 
Thwarted Him, 


Columbia, S. C., October 21.—Special.) 
Governor Tillman returned from New 
York last night, having been on a visit 
to the metropolis with State Treasurer 
Zates with the view of making some ar 
rangements towards the refumdment of 
the state debt. Being requested to state 
the result of his mission, he dictates the 
following statement for publication: 

“As it is a matter of general public ine 
terest and the people are keenly alive to 
know the reguit of our visit, as far as I 
can, I will make public the exact condition 
of the matter. There is evidently a strenu- 
ous effort being made by the holders of 
the old fraudulent bonds to force the state 
at this critical period into some sort of 
recognition of their claims, and I am sorry 
to siy that some of our own people in 
Charleston are leading aid and comfort 
and are in combination with the New York 
sharks who fattened on the state’s mis 
fortunes during the reconstruction era, 
To further their object a telegram was sent 
from Charleston, and was published in the 
New York papers the day after we reached 
there, asserting that we were in favor of 
the issue of 4 1-2 per cent bonds to redeem 
the 6 per cent bonds and the issue of the 
new bonds to the amount of $1,250,000 
to take up the fraudulent bonds. ! 

“Of course, this falsehood was read in 
New York and it had the effect of direct- 
ing attention to the existence ef the old 
fraudulent debt and lent color to the charge 
which met us in every direction, that the 
state at one time had repudiated its obli- 
gations. Then we found that political in: 
fluence had been and is still at work, 
throwing every obstacle possible in the 
way of the success of our mission. In 
addition to that the weight of the financial 
centers of the state was against us. 

“Owing to the virtual cessation of buai- 
ness produced by the Columbian celebra- 
tion and the feeling of unrest and distrist 
which exists because of the uncertainty 
as to which party will be victorious in the 
coming election, we found capitalists un- 
willing to make any offer which we could 
accept, and therefore, after having formed 
the acquaintance of and discus the sit- 
uation with some of the leading financiers 
on the street, we determined to return 
home and wait until after the election. 

“T am not at all discouraged by the ob- 
stacles which I have shown to exist and 
unless the republican party is victorious in 
the present contest and carries both house 
and senate, I have every reason to believe 
that we will have no trouble in arrang- 
ing the refundment of the debt to the sat- 
isfaction of the general assembly. Of 
course, i fthrée~brancigs of gov- 
erna@vent fall into the hands of the reppbli- 
cans it would foreShadow interference with 
local control by the southern states of 
their governments and make italists very 
shy of investing in our securities, and it is 
the desire to await the result of the elec- 
tion more than any “ise, which has 
prevented our accomplishing what we went 
to do. I would say efor the information 
and benefit of the irators who sent 
the telegram from New York the night we 
left there, which stated that “Governor 
Tillman did not accomplish anything in 
the matter and it might as_well be under-

the southern capitalists who are now try- 


ing to do what. they can. who are evidently 


in collusion with each other, will have their 
labor for their pain.— The debt will be re- 
funded by Dr. Bates and myself or not at 
all, and their meddlirg will only result in 
harm. The state will ‘méét all its honest 
obligations dollar for dollar if we are not 
thwarted by all the influences which I have 
mentioned and the*restlt of the election, 
but never a cent by my advice or approval 
will go to pay the fraudulent debt.” 

Governor Tillman also found time to 
say a few words about politics as he saw 
it in New York. He said that as far as he 
could judge the outlook for the success of 
the democratic party was favorable and the 
politicians he met were sanguine of Cleve- 
land’s election.

She was a woman of splendid 
ideas and possessed that happy charm that 
made her a leader in every movement to 
which she gave her espousal. 

Her nature was entirely lovable and her 
voice was the messenger of gentle words 
and tender sympathy. For her to be good 
was only to live and to be kind was merely 
Charity and benevolence were 

mong her distinguishing traits and beantiful 
acts of unselfish devotion were as natural 
to her as a song in the throat of a nightin- 
gale or as violets on the hillside in May. 

For many years the home of Mrs. Kennon 
was in Atlanta, but moving to Athens she 
resided there for several years with her 
mother, Mrs. A. E. Grady. 7 

She was greatly beloved by every one in 
Athens, and especially by the college boys, 
many of whom called her “Cousin Mattie”’ 
and made her home their “liberty haill.’’

THE NORMAL COLLEGE: 


A Three Years’ Course Recommended for the 
Teachers. 


Professor Lawton B. Evans, of Augusta, 
who was principal of the State Normal college 
at Athens during the siUliimer, has-made a re- 
port to State School Commissioner Bradwell, 
on the work of the institution, 

Professor Evans says: ‘‘The summer ses- 
sion of the Georgia state normal college, which 
was held in Athens July 11th, to August 29th, 
proved very conclusively that the teachers 
of the state are a meh to appreciate the 
value ef normal training, Never was a more 
earnest enthusiastic, faithful set of kindred 
spirits gotten together than at Rock “Colle 
for those seven weeks. Every one of the 
150 students who had the advantages of the 
scheol went away enthused for teachin 
with a better idea of what to do and how 4 
shoul done, and with a deeper apprecia- 
tion of the value and dignity of his calling. 
If those seven weeks can be taken asa stand- 
ard of prophecy, Georgia is soon to know the 
best norman college in all the southern states,” 

The session was divided into three periods. 
The first week was devoted to an institute, 
held for the benefit of the téachers of the five 
adjacent counties, of which 213 teachers re- 
ported. The second, third, fourth and fifth 
weeks were devoted to the session of the 
Peabody institute. The sixth and seventh 
weeks were the normal college proper. There 
was no difference in the work done during 
these various sessions, but one merged into 
the other without change or variation. In ad- 
dition to the above 213 teachers, an additional 
number of 112 reported, making a total of 

present, The weekly roll, however, is 
about 100 students. Theré were thirty-two 
countias represented in the college, all the way 
from Chattooga county to Chatham and from 
Polk to Harly.

Major Jacob B. Rawles, of the 4th ar- 


tillery, United States of America, sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson, was in command 


of the six batteries of regulars in the 


first division yesterday. 

Major Rawles placed himself under the 
command of Chief Marshal Captain John 
Milledge and the faultless manner and the 
absolute precision with which he obeyed 
every order, showed that be is a man in 
every way fit to be a commander. 

Major Kawles as a soldier has a most 
enviable record. 

He was born in Michigan, August 4, 
1889 and twenty-two years later he grad- 
uated from a military academy.

lic demonstrations of this kind. 

Colonel A. B. Carrier is by nature and 
education an enthusiast, which combined 
with a wide experinece makes him a valued 
helper in anything he undertakes.

‘The grandest parade ever given by the 
Knight ‘Templars was undoubtedly made 
at the Triennial Conclave, held at Chicago 
in 1880, said the Colonel yesterday. ~.ore 
Kuights Templars have attended conclaves 
since then, but some of the features of 
these gatherings as formerly given have 
been eliminated in order to simplify them.

ever have. The number of old soldiers in 
that parade was undoubtedly over eighty 
thousand, and has been frequently esti- 
mated at nearly one hundred thousand. 

“The route was over the 1amous Pennsy!- 
vania avenue and was only two miles in 
length that distance now being fixed by 
edict of the national encampment as the 
maximum Jength of the march. The col- 
umn moved most of the distance in double 
platoon. twenty-four files front and still it 
took eight and a half hours to pass. On 
this oceasion much of the usual fatigue of 
the troops was obviated by having different 
parts of the column renort at the rendez- 
yous assigned them only a-short time be- 
fore they were te move, instead of all re- 
porting at 9 o’clock, the usual hour. Thus
